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HANCOCK AND ENGLISH. 


General Winfield Scott Hancock 
was born Feb. 14, 1824, in Montgom- 
ery county, Pennsylvania. He is a 
graduate of West Point, having en- 
tered at the age of sixteen, and has 
spent his life inthe army. He was 
the Executive military ‘officer who 
hung Mrs. Surrat, which the Demo- 
crats have always called a bloody mur- 
der. William H. Engiish, of Indi- 
ana, wasin Congress before the war, 
and was the originator of a great 
many compromise. measures. He 
disappeared from public life twenty 


years ago. He. was a rank cop- 
perhead throughout the war.

Crockett says this was all the money 
there was in the vault at the time, but 
that there were notes, stocks and other 
securities there. On the evenin 
of the 24th’ Mr. Batchelder 
came to the bank and tried. to ‘unlock 
the door.. He was prevented from do- 
ing so by a key on the inside of the 
lock, which proved to be that of the 
keeper put there by Sheriff Walker. 
He opened the door and Mr. Batchel- 
der entered. The keeper says Mr. 
Satchelder filled up some _ blanks 
at the desk and asked permission to 
open the vault and lay them inside. 

e Was refused, and though he argued 
and coaxed was still retused. He then 
put the papers in an envelepe and left 
themon the desk. Sheriff Walker 
soon after put an attachment on 
them and then opened the efivelope. 
He found one to be a check No. 7207, 
drawn by L. L. Crockett in favor of 
himself and marigfd paid June 23d. 
The amount was $5628 38. The second 
paper was certificate No. 1602, in fa- 
vor of Mrs. L. L. Crockett,dated Apri. 
16th, payable in three months, for 
$538 44. The third paper was eer- 
tificate No. 1633, dated June 14th, in 
favor of L. L. Crockett for $1000 00, 
payable in six months. Thus it would 
seem that Mr. Crockett was paid over 
$1500 on certific .tes th t were not due, 
and that he drew $5600 on his check, 
making in all over $7000 instead of 
$1084, ashe claims. These figures 
agree with the statements of James H. 
Kinkead, the elder, that Mr. Crockett 
took all the state’s money, amounting 
to about $7000. The directors and of- 
ficers of the bank have been session all 
day but have accomplished nothing 
in the way of preparing ,a statement.

A Gazerre reporter rode out te 
Huffaker’s Friday evening to learn the 
extent of the damage done -by the 
grasshoppers along the road.

A. FINANCIAL MIRACLE. 


Stockholders Paid Back Their Subscrip- 
tions in Dividends in Less Than 
Three Years. 


The Reno Savings bank occupied the 
Odd Fellows’ buildingin April, 1876, 
and succeeded to the business of Jones 
& Kinkead, who had their officé on 
Commercial row, neur where Steele's 
building isnow. Articles of incorpor:- 
ation were filed in the Clerk’s office 
dated April 29, 1876, with <a capital 


stock of 100 shares ata par value of. 


$1,000. The Trustees were M; C.Lake, 
L.L,Crockett,J.E.Jones,G. W.Huffaker 
and James H. Kinkead. Thirty per 
cent. of the stock was paid in, and the 
bank paid three per cent. per month 
dividends up tu last December. On 
January ista dividend of 2 per cent. 
was paid, and since then none, so that 
the stockholders who got in on bed- 


their $80,000. It i figttred, that the 


expenses of the bank were $600 a 
month at least. If so,an income of. 
$1,500 per month must have been 
made in order to justify the dividends. 
The directors must have wondered at 
the brilliant finaacial achievement of 
their manager or else suspected that 
the dividends were paid out of depos- 
its. Itseems incredible that anyone 
should suppose. that $30,000 capital 
should earn such a sum, equal to 5 per 
cent, a month,

IF ALL THE DEPOSITORS 


were paid 'no interest and their money 
promptly loaned at one-and-a-half and 
two per cent. per month, with no loss- 
es or costs at all, it would entail the 
handling of a hundred thousand dol- 


lars: Mr. Lake seems to have paid no 
attention to his duties as President of 
the institution, He seems to have no 
knowledge of its condition or ot its 
affairs, any more than an outsider. In 
his position as President of a savings 
bank he should have been vigilant and 
scrupulous to protect the people who 
trusted their money in his hands. If 
he was not qualified to perform this 
important duty he should not have 
been in the place. There seems to be 
but little progress thus far towards a 
knowledge of the affairs of the bank. 
The directors met on Saturday and 
looked over the balance. sheet, 
but got at no results. They found 
some of thee securities quoted at par 
which are not worth 50 cents on the 
dollar, and there is no way of telling 
how things stand until the books and 
papers have been thoroughly examin- 
ed. There are a number of special 
deposits in the vault, which- are prob- 
alny allright. Itis greatly to be re- 
gretted that the officers did not call a 
méeting of the creditors and make a 
statement instead of suspending. If 
the as-ets are anything like adequate 
they would no doubt have given time 
on accounts. As it is has been man- 
aged, however, itis very doubtful if 
the costs of suits and attachments do 
not eat up very large amounts of the 
debts before they are collected,

How the Bank's Failure Affects Winne- 
mucca and Paradise,

Savings Bank has affected several bus- 
iness men and the public generally, 
here and in Paradise, materially.

The bullion company drew 
a number of checks on the baak this 
week, and as they had not been 
presented before the crash, 
the company is loser toe that 
amount.

DESTROYING THE ECCS. 


‘ -—_—_——— 

A ‘Plan Proposed for Ex'erminating the 
Grasshoppers — How a Watchful 
Rancher has Saved his Croup. 


In conversation with a Gazrrre 
reporter Monday B. F. Rhodes ad- 
vocated a method of treating the 
grasshopper evil, which he thinks 
would, if generally put in practice, 
save many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to‘the country. His plan is 
to destroy the eggs of the insects. 
He has aranch on Indian flat, near 
Freye’s, about two miles south west of 
town. Mr. Rhodes states that last 
September he noticed that about ten 


wonld fly to a certain place on bis 
ranch. He watched them closely and 
found that they were depositing eggs 
there. The area in which the eggs 
were laid was not ‘much more than 
three quarters of an acre in extent. It 
was dry and rocky. The insects laid 
about a bushel of eggs in that spot, as 
he learned by afterwards digging up 
the ground, Around the large stones 


a peffect chain of eggs would be 
found; ‘at-close together as the eggs in 
the roe of h.

The 
eggs are always laid in dry sandy 
ground, arvund rocks or op elevated 
knolls, For some time after hatching, 
the insects confine their depredations 
to the immediate neighborhood of 
the spot where they are bofh. Of 
course wher the insects commence to 
fly, a ranch ds liable to be visited by 
hoppers from a distance,” But Mr. 
Rhodes contends that if the plan of 
destroying the eggs were generally 
adopted, not only could every farmer 
protect himself for the early part of 
the season, but also greatly diminish 
the number of the flying hoppers later 
on.
